For tbe benefit of,tboso wbose geography 
was learned some years ago, let mo state 
that Sonakln la a town situated on (tbo Bed 
Hen, in nineteen degrees north latitude, 
and thirty-seven degrees east longitude, 
and Is tbe chief port for the produce of tbe 
Soudan and the equatorial provinces of 
Egypt. The fathers of both bride and

bridegroom . were leading merchants; In 
tbo port—the father 
of tbe bridegroom 


being tbe owner of nearly two-thirds of 
tbe Island on Wblcb Souakln Is built. Tbe 
festivities in Connection with the wedding 
lasted for ten days, ' during which time

oper bouse was kept by tbe bridegroom's 
father, music, singing and dancing'being 
kept up night after, night until dawn -an- 
nounced the approach of day.

Ench nl»ht soak different tribe cave-Its 


own peculiar songs.and dances iu 'a large 
sbumtana which bad been erectedUor the 
purpose, and all Souakln flockedlto par 
ticipate in or be passive spectators of the 
sci-ne. Professional singers and dancers 
hid been brought over the sea from Jed dab 
to assist tho local taleat, andtha Intervals 
between tbe dances were filled Up with 
Arab love son»5. Tbe favorite musical 
instrument ol all Arabs is the drum, or 
turn-turn. This consists of a gourd or a 
large earthen bowl with a skin stretched 
over It. The ^ouakincae have also a sort 
of double flageolet1, made of reeds] which 
makes a very shrill though not unpleasant 
.sound; and the Hadramaut Arabs use a 
species of tratepines which emit sounds 
produciivo of tbeTinost exquisite torture. 
The music,! as a rule, is ol a very monoto- 
nous character, though at times something 
like a quick march is struck up, which is 
always accompanied by the audience with 
a 
clapping of bands. ' Entertainments 


were given on successive nijtits by the 
Bisharecn Arabs who inhabit tbe billconu- 
try between Souakln and (he Nile on the 
southwest; by tbe Iladendoas whoidwell 
south near the Abyssinian frontier; by Ihe 
iUdramauts who ball •Iroarnb? Persian 
Gul/, and by professional dancing! girls 
from Jeddah, who gave several perform- 
ances of the Deluka, a dance very similar 
to the Indian nautcb.

The national dance of the Blsuareen 


Arabs is or a military character, as be- 
comes tbe members ol so warlike alrrlbe. 
The dancers form a circle standing about 
four paces apart, so as to give space for
